Here the tornado destroyed or
significantly damaged nearly 3 dozen homes, a dozen mobile homes and caused 6 injuries. The tornado continued to move to the NE
and moved through the Richland Creek bottom. As it continued NE toward the south side of Brandon, the tornado weakened. The
path crossed Star Road and then State Highway 18. Where it crossed Highway 18, the tornado damaged the new Brandon High
School, which was under construction, and demolished several construction trailers.  The damage to the school comprised of a
portion of the roof blown off and windows blown out. The tornado continued to weaken, downing more trees, as it crossed Shiloh
Road, Interstate 20 and US Highway 80 where it dissipated. This tornado did cause significant timber damage, mainly between
Monterey and where it cross Interstate 20.
